Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  the  California 
Department  of  Health  Services,  and  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
implement  measures  to  prevent  the  consumption  of  lead  tainted  candy  by  children  in 
San  Francisco. 


WHEREAS,  Lead  is  a  naturally  occurring  element  known  to  be  toxic  to  humans, 
particularly  to  infants,  young  children  and  developing  fetuses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Lead  can  damage  both  neurologic  and  blood-forming  systems,  resulting  in 
anemia,  as  well  as  learning  disabilities  and  behavioral  disorders  which  have  tremendous  long- 
term  social  costs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (USFDA)  has  recommended  thai 
children  under  age  6  should  not  consume  more  than  6.0  micrograms  of  lead  each  day  from  all 
food  sources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chaca  Chaca  and  other  brands  of  chili-candies  (The  CA  DHS  has  in 
particular  issued  advisories  about  four  other  seasoning  imported  from  Mexico:  Lucas  Limon, 
Lucas  Acidito,  Super  Lucas  and  Super  Jovy  Chili  Powder  (8/4/04))  are  known  by  both  the  U.S. 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  and  the  California  Department  of  Health  Services  (CDHS)  to  be 
a  lead-contaminated  candy  imported  from  Mexico;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  young  child  eating  Chaca  Chaca  or  one  of  these  other  brands  of  chili- 
candy  could  ingest  nearly  twice  the  recommended  level  of  lead;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  far  back  as  1995,  the  USFDA  issued  a  Guidance  for  Industry  "Letter  to 
Manufacturers,  Importers,  and  Distributors  of  Imported  Candy  and  Candy  Wrappers", 
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indicating  that  lead  levels  exceeding  0.5  part  per  million  (ppm)  in  a  candy  product  constitute  a 
basis  for  regulatory  action  where  frequent  consumption  of  the  candy  by  small  children  could 
be  anticipated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Health  Services  (CDHS)  warned  consumers 
not  to  eat  Chaca  Chaca  or  other  named  brands  of  chili-candy,  lead-contaminated  from  Mexico 
in  March,  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  USFDA  issued  an  FDA  Statement  to  the  media  on  April  9th,  2004, 
committing  to  actions  to  resolve  the  problem  of  lead  in  imported  candies;  and,

issue  since  an  April  2001 ;  and,

WHEREAS,  Eighty-three  percent  of  presentations  by  authors,  musical  or  dramatic 
performances,  and  creative  writing  workshops  are  also  aimed  at  elementary  school  youth;

Resolution  opposing  Assembly  Constitutional  Amendment  Bill  5,  regarding  benefit 
plans  for  union  workers. 

WHEREAS,  Defined  benefit  pensions  offered  to  employees  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  (by  the  San  Francisco  Employee  Retirement  System  and  the  California  Public 
Employee  Retirement  System)  provide  security  and  dignity  after  retirement  with  a  guaranteed 
pension  for  those  who  have  dedicated  decades  to  public  service;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Defined  contribution  plans  unnecessarily  expose  workers  to  investment 
and  interest  rate  risks,  putting  all  of  their  retirement  savings  at  risk;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Defined  benefit  plans  provide  supplemental  benefits,  including  disability, 
cost  of  living  adjustments,  and  death  benefits,  while  defined  contribution  plans  provide  no 
such  benefit;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Studies  performed  by  the  Nebraska  Retirement  Systems  and  the  Colorado 
Public  Employees  Retirement  Association,  as  well  as  other  studies  performed  by  academic 
experts,  have  concluded  after  due  examination  that  defined  contribution  plans  cannot  be 
expected  to  provide  adequate  retirement  benefits,  and  that  participants  will  not  benefit  from 
the  introduction  of  defined  contribution  plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  by  their  Charter,  and 

granted  to  them  by  the  home  rule  provisions  of  the  California  Constitution,  have  determined  to 

offer  and  extend  and  enhance  defined  benefits  to  public  employees;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Assemblyman  Keith  Richman  has  introduced  a  proposed  Assembly 

Constitutional  Amendment  (ACA  5)  that  would  prohibit,  after  July  1 ,  2007,  all  newly  hired 

public  employees  from  enrolling  in  a  defined  benefit  pension  plan  and  would  instead  mandate 
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their  enrollment  in  a  third  party  administered  defined  contribution  plan  named  the  California 
Public  Employee  Defined  Contribution  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  ACA  5  proposes  to  pre-empt  the  ability  of  the  people  in  Charter  cities  and 
counties  from  their  ability  to  confer  defined  benefit  retirement  plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  effort  to  convert  defined  benefit  pensions  to  defined  contribution  plans

I  and  further  supporting  the  local  Pro-Choice  community  demonstrating  in  San 

I  Francisco  to  defend  a  woman's  right  to  choose  safe  and  legal  abortion  and  birth 
control  and  further  urging  all  legal  authorities  to  fully  facilitate  the  protection  of  the 
right  of  women  to  control  their  reproductive  health,  lives  and  futures  in  an  ever- 
increasingly  hostile  anti-choice  climate  on  the  federal  level  and  in  state  legislatures 
and  courts  throughout  the  country. 

WHEREAS,  The  1973  landmark  United  States  Supreme  Court  decided  Roe  v.  Wade 
(the  "Roe  decision")  decision  recognized  the  right  of  women  to  control  their  reproductive  lives 
is  central  to  their  ability  to  participate  fully  and  equally  in  the  economic  and  social  spheres  of 
society;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Roe  decision  states  that  (1)  the  decision  to  have  an  abortion  is 
accorded  the  highest  level  of  constitutional  protection,  like  any  other  fundamental 
constitutional  right,  (2)  state  laws  regarding  abortion  must  be  neutral  with  respect  to 
influencing  a  woman's  decision  whether  or  not  to  have  an  abortion,  (3)  in  the  period  before  a 
fetus  is  viable,  the  government  may  restrict  abortion  only  to  protect  a  woman's  health,  and  (4) 
after  a  fetus  becomes  viable,  a  state  government  may  prohibit  abortion,  provided  that  such 
state's  laws  must  permit  abortion  where  necessary  to  protect  a  women's  health  or  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  protected  right  to  make  childbearing  decisions,  including  abortion,  has 
enabled  women  to  pursue  educational  and  employment  opportunities  that  were  often 
unattainable  prior  to  the  Roe  decision;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Center  for  Reproductive  Rights  reports  that  prior  to  the  Roe  decision, 
between  200,000  and  1.2  million  illegally  induced  abortions  occurred  in  the  United  States 
each  year;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  1992,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  decided  Planned  Parenthood  of 
Southeastern  Pennsylvania  v.  Casey  (the  "Casey  decision"),  where,  although  it  upheld  a 
woman's  right  to  choose,  it  also  allowed  federal,  state  and  local  laws  that  favor  fetal  rights  and 
burden  a  woman's  choice  to  have  abortion,  as  long  as  the  burden  is  not  "undue;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Casey  decision  has  unlocked  the  door  to  hundreds  of  state  and 
federal  criminal  restrictions  designed  to  discourage  women  from  accessing  abortion  and  to 
promote  the  rights  of  the  fetus  throughout  pregnancy;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Allen  Gutmacher  Institute  (AGI),  since  1996,  more  than 
300  criminal  abortion  restrictions  have  been  enacted  by  state  and  federal  legislatures,  none  of 
which  would  have  been  constitutional  under  the  original  Roe  decision;  and 

WHEREAS.  According  to  Planned  Parenthood,  only  eight  states,  including  California, 
do  not  mandate  parental  involvement  before  a  minor  can  obtain  an  abortion;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  AGI,  as  of  January  1,  2004,  twenty-one  (21)  states  will  have 
laws  in  effect  that  require  a  woman  to  wait  for  a  period  of  time,  usually  twenty  four  (24)  hours, 
but  up  to  as  many  as  seventy-two  (72)  hours,  after  receiving  state-directed  counseling  before 
she  can  receive  an  abortion;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  restrictions  on  access  to  abortion  particularly  discriminate  against 
young  women,  poor  women  and  women  of  color;  and 

WHEREAS,  AGI  indicates  that  87  percent  of  all  counties  in  the  United  States  do  not 
have  an  abortion  provider;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  first  time  since  Roe  v.  Wade  was  decided,  anti-choice  officials  are 
firmly  in  control  of  both  the  executive  and  legislative  branches  of  the  federal  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  is  only  one  vacancy  away  from 
eliminating  the  Constitutional  right  to  abortion;  and

WHEREAS,  Paul  Boden  advocated  for  and  obtained  the  first  formal  declaration  from 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  forbidding  owners  of  tourist  hotels  to  "double  people  up"  in  tiny 
rooms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1987,  Mr.  Boden  founded  the  Coalition  on  Homelessness  (COH)  as  an 
organization  of  homeless  people,  providers,  and  advocates  to  act  as  a  voice  of  and  for 
homeless  people;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1990,  Mr.  Boden  co-drafted  the  document  "Transitional  Housing  -  the 
Next  Step"  which  led  to  the  creation  of  the  Community  Housing  Partnership  (CHP),  so  that 
homeless  people  could  have  permanent,  affordable  housing  with  on-site  supportive  services 
and  employment  opportunities  instead  of  doing  the  "28  day  shuffle";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  served  as  Board  President  of  the  CHP  for  10  years,  guiding  the 
organization  through  its  early  years  as  a  new  organization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  over  17  years,  Paul  Boden  led  the  COH  through  many  victories  such 
as  the  creation  of  the  CHP,  which  together  with  other  organizations  resulted  in  hundreds  of 
units  of  housing  run  by  and  for  homeless  people,  the  Treatment  on  Demand  campaign  which 
resulted  in  thousands  of  new  substance  abuse  treatment  slots,  and  the  Shelter  Grievance 
Project,  which  made  San  Francisco  the  first  place  in  the  country  where  shelter  residents  had 
the  right  to  independent  due  process  before  being  put  out  of  the  shelter  system;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  1990,  Mr.  Boden  made  his  first  appearance  on  national  television  on 
"Nightline"  with  Ted  Koppel,  learning  the  value  of  speaking  in  "sound  bites"  that  he  used  well 
ever  since  on  countless  national  and  local  television,  radio  and  newspaper  media;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1995,  Mr.  Boden  envisioned  and  helped  to  create  a  new  type  of  training 
program  called  HOMEWORC  that  based  its  training  on  teaching  line  staff  in  service 
organizations  the  skills  they  needed  to  move  up  into  management  positions  and  "break  the 
glass  ceiling";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  helped  stave  off  massive  cuts  to  social  programs  year  after 
year;  ensured  homeless  families  were  recognized  when  homelessness  was  being  discussed 
and  infused  such  reforms  into  the  Housing  Authority  as  filling  vacant  units,  violence  transfers, 
homeless  preferences,  community  liaison  an  revolving  fund;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  Coalition  Director,  he  helped  initiate  the  creation  of  annual  reports  on 
the  mental  health  system,  the  shelter  system,  the  substance  abuse  treatment  system,  welfare 
system  and  more;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  spent  countless  hours  on  every  official  homeless  plan  to  come 
out  of  San  Francisco  including  Beyond  Shelter,  Continuum  of  Care  Plan  (1996,  2001)  and  the 
Ten  Year  Plan  of  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Paul  Boden  took  a  leadership  role  in  ensuring  a  quality  alternative 
newspaper,  the  Street  Sheet,  that  allows  the  writing,  artwork,  and  poetry  of  disenfranchised 
homeless  people  to  enter  the  discourse  of  the  San  Francisco  population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  played  a  visionary  and  leadership  role  in  strengthening  many 
community  organizations  as  a  Board  member,  such  as  Central  City  Hospitality  House  and 
CHP;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  worked  tirelessly  for  over  ten  years,  through  4  administrations 
to  win  the  passage  of  a  Shelter  Monitoring  Committee;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Paul  Boden  spearheaded  efforts  to  fill  gaps  in  the  homeless  service 
system  by  fighting  for  the  creation  of  such  programs  as  A  Women's  Place,  McMillan  Drop-In 
Center,  Oshun  Center,  and  the  Mission  Resource  Center;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  worked  to  ensure  homeless  people  had  a  strong,  loud,  clear 
and  articulate  voice  in  the  design  and  monitoring  of  homeless  policies  and  programs  in  San 
Francisco  and  across  the  country;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Beginning  in  1994,  Paul  Boden  served  as  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  8  years  of  the  National  Coalition  for  the  Homeless;  he  helped  restructure  the 
organization,  stave  off  cuts  to  federal  homeless  and  housing  programs,  introduce  federal 
legislation  affecting  homeless  people,  and  draft  the  "Bring  America  Home  Act"  that  is  currently

WHEREAS,  Paul  Boden  helped  countless  homeless  people  fight  through  their  own 
struggle  to  become  fighters  on  their  own;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Boden  is  a  person  whose  opinions  and  advice  are  sought  by  even 
those  who  oppose  him  -  mayors,  business  people,  city  staff  and  supervisors  -  because  of  his

WHEREAS,  Paul  Boden  is  a  voice  of  practicality  that  has  been  a  symbolic  face  of

WHEREAS,  Counting  homeless  deaths  has  never  been  a  precise  science,  because 
there  is  no  way  to  track  whether  individuals  who  died  in  the  hospital  or  nursing  home  had 
been  formerly  homeless  and  the  homeless  death  count  has  never  reflected  the  accurate 
number  of  homeless  deaths;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Beginning  in  1992,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  worked  with  the 
Medical  Examiner  (M.E.)  and  with  the  faith  community  and  homeless  advocates  to  review  the 
Medical  Examiner's  records  to  ascertain  how  many  individuals  had  died  without  a  fixed 
address  in  an  attempt  to  get  a  more  realistic  count  of  homeless  deaths;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Medical  Examiner's  records  were  used  because  deaths  reportable  to 
the  Medical  Examiner-Coroner  are  only  those  deaths  covered  under  CA  Government  Code 
Section  27491  (which  includes  unclaimed  deaths)  and  amounts  to  approximately  30%  of  the 
total  10,000  deaths  in  San  Francisco  each  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  State  law  defines  the  information  collected  on  the  death  certificate,  and 
this  does  not  include  a  classification  box  that  would  allow  the  designation  of  homeless;  and 
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WHEREAS,  To  determine  last  none  address  through  the  records  in  Vital  Statistics  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  all  10,000  death  certificates  would  need  to  be  manually  read 
to  determine  place  of  death;  and 

WHEREAS,  Two  laws  have  gone  into  effect  that  greatly  restrict  access  to  health 
related  records,  the  first  is  the  federal  Health  Insurance  Portability  and  Accountability  Act 
(HIPAA)  of  1996  which  governs  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  patient  confidentiality;  and 
WHEREAS,  Senator  Jackie  Speier  sponsored  SB  247  passed  in  2002  which  controls 
the  release  of  and  access  to  birth  and  death  records  and  is  intended  to  reduce  identity  theft; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  is  no  longer  allowed  to  release  the 
names  of  decedents  because  of  the  above  confidentiality  statutes  unless  the  deceased  is 
known  by  the  requester  by  name  and  in  this  case,  the  State  requires  a  $13  fee  be  paid  for 
each  record  search  by  name;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Medical  Examiner  both  agree 
that  it  is  a  humane  practice  to  annually  remember  those  homeless  by  name  who  died  each 
year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Homeless  people  and  advocates  compiled  as  thorough  a  list  of 
homeless  deaths  as  possible  for  each  year  from  2001  through  2004,  but  without  the  help  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  or  the  Medical  Examiner, 

WHEREAS,  Homeless  advocates  and  the  faith  community  would  like  to  determine  a 
means  to  access  the  records  within  the  Medical  Examiner's  Office  and  the  Department  of 
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Public  Health  so  that  a  more  complete  homeless  death  count  could  be  conducted  annually; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  agrees  that  a  homeless  death  count  is  a 
worthwhile  and  humane  activity  and  instructs  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to  investigate  State 
and  federal  statutes  to  determine  any  feasible  means  that  advocates  and  the  faith  community 
would  be  legally  able  to  access  death  records  so  that  an  annual  accounting  of  homeless 
people  may  be  made  available  to  the  public.

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  move  children  out  of  the  foster  care 
system  and  into  permanent  guardianship;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  equal  benefits  for  all  dependent 
children  and  those  at  risk  of  dependency;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Kinship  Guardianship  Assistance  Payment  (Kin-GAP)  program  was 
established  in  1998  by  SB  1901  in  an  attempt  to  move  children  out  of  the  foster  care  system 
and  into  permanent  guardianship  placements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Legislature  has  expressed  its  intent  that  Kin-GAP  program  be  utilized 
to  enhance  the  preservation  of  families  and  stabilize  children  in  long-term,  safe  and  stable 
placements  with  relatives;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Kin-GAP  program  is  currently  under  utilized  by  eligible  relative  foster 
caretakers  due  to  the  loss  of  clothing  and  special  needs  resources  for  children  moving  from 
foster  care  into  the  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Aid  payment  amounts  as  well  as  cost  of  care  allowances  for  guardian 
families  differ  depending  on  whether  or  not  the  guardian  is  a  relative  of  the  child  and  whether 
or  not  the  child  meets  the  federal  eligibility  requirement  for  foster  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  differences  in  aid  payment  amounts  as  well  as  access  to  cost  of  care 
allowances  result  in  disparaging  amounts  of  support  from  child  to  child;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Inequities  in  aid  payments  and  benefits  provide  a  disincentive  to  relatives 
who  otherwise  would  become  guardians  to  foster  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  equalize  the  aid  payments  across 
relative  and  non-relative  legal  guardianship  to  eliminate  inequities,  increase  the  utilization  of 
Kin-GAP  by  relative  caretakers,  and  to  increase  the  welfare  of  children  who  find  themselves 
so  affected;

WHEREAS,  Last  year,  a  coalition  of  California  families  and  medical  experts  joined 
together  to  create  a  ballot  initiative,  called  the  California  Stem  Cell  Research  and  Cures 
Initiative,  which  was  designed  to  fund  stem  cell  research  in  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  initiative  was  placed  on  the  November  2004  statewide  ballot  as 
Proposition  71;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  was  the  first  city  and/or  county  to  officially  endorse 
Proposition  71 ,  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  by  the

[Require  Potrero  Power  Plant  Unit  3  to  comply  with  water  quality  standards.] 

Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  to 
require  Mirant's  Potrero  Power  Plant  Unit  3  to  come  into  compliance  with  all  water 
quality  standards  and  to  terminate  the  wastewater  discharge  permit  when  the  power 
plant  is  no  longer  needed  for  electric  reliability. 

WHEREAS,  Southeast  San  Francisco  has  a  disproportionate  number  of  industrial  and 
polluting  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Old  power  plants  such  as  Potrero  Power  Plant  Unit  3  (Unit  3)  emit  an 
unreasonable  amount  of  pollution  that  damages  public  health  and  the  environment  of  San 
Francisco  Bay  and  has  been  doing  so  for  many  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  wastewater  discharge  permit,  issued  in  1994  and  due  to  expire 
in  1999,  was  administratively  extended  by  the  Regional  Board  until  2005,  without  public 
review,  as  required  by  state  and  federal  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  (Regional 
Board)  is  considering  renewing  the  wastewater  discharge  permit  for  Unit  3  for  another  five  (5) 
year  period,  terminating  in  2009,  without  any  significant  modification;  and 

WHEREAS,  Unit  3  uses  over  206  million  gallons  per  day  of  bay  water  for  cooling, 
making  it  the  largest  power  plant  that  still  uses  water  drawn  from  San  Francisco  Bay  in  a 
once-through  cooling  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  1994  wastewater  discharge  permit  was  issued,  the  Regional 
Board  has  re-classified  Unit  3  as  a  major  discharger  because  of  impacts  from  (1)  the  intake  of 
bay  water,  (2)  the  discharge  of  heated  wastewater,  and  (3)  the  high  volume  discharge  of 
pollutants  that  threaten  water  quality;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Unit  3  bay  water  intake  and  discharge  structures  do  not  meet  current 
minimum  federal  and  state  design  standards  for  protection  of  the  bay;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  intake  and  discharge  structures  do  not  meet  minimum 
standards,  millions  offish  and  invertebrate  animals  are  killed  each  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  wastewater  discharge  also  contains  numerous  pollutants  of  concern 
such  as  copper,  mercury,  PCBs  and  DDE  that  accumulate  in  the  environment  and  cause 
ecological  damage;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  has  determined 
that  a  once-through  cooling  system  discharging  to  San  Francisco  Bay,  such  as  the  one  for 
Unit  3,  destroys  habitat  and  aquatic  life  in  San  Francisco  Bay;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Regional  Board's  draft  discharge  permit,  if  adopted  without  revisions, 
will  allow  Mirant  to  continue  operating  Unit  3  without  coming  into  compliance  with  current  state 
and  federal  laws;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Independent  System  Operator  has  determined  that  Unit  3 
will  not  be  needed  for  electric  reliability  once  certain  additional  energy  resources  are  in  place, 
and  has  committed  to  remove  the  Reliability  Must  Run  (RMR)  designation  from  Unit  3  at  that 
time;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  making  progress  to  ensure  that  the  additional  energy  resources 
are  in  place  within  the  next  2  years  so  that  Unit  3  will  no  longer  be  needed  for  electric 
reliability;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Without  the  wastewater  discharge  permit  Unit  3  cannot  operate;  and 
WHEREAS,  It  is  within  the  authority  of  the  Regional  Board  to  require  Mirant  to  comply 

with  water  quality  standards  and  to  terminate  the  wastewater  discharge  permit  when  the 

CAISO  terminates  the  RMR  contract  for  Unit  3;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Unit  3  should  not  be  allowed  to  operate  out  of  compliance  with  water 
quality  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Unit  3  will  be  out  of  service  during  early  2005  for  retrofit  work  to  bring  Unit 
3  into  compliance  with  the  Clean  Air  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  Unit  3  is  out  of  service  for  this  work,  Mirant  should  be  required  to 
take  steps  to  mitigate  the  faiiure  of  the  plant  to  comply  with  water  quality  standards;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Regional  Board  to  require  Mirant 
to  come  into  compliance  with  all  current  water  quality  standards  before  issuing  a  new 
wastewater  discharge  permit;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  Mirant  is  allowed  to  operate  Unit  3  out  of  compliance 
with  current  water  quality  standards,  the  Regional  Board  should:  (a)  require  from  Mirant  a 
detailed  proposal  for  how  the  power  plant  will  be  modified  to  comply  with  state  and  federal

Resolution  endorsing  the  principle  that  the  most  expeditious  path  to  seismic  safety  for 
this  critical  component  of  the  region's  transportation  infrastructure  is  to  retain  the  Self- 
Anchored  Suspension  design  that  is  100  percent  complete,  fully  permitted  and  ready  to 
construct. 

WHEREAS,  In  January  2002,  then  Governor  Gray  Davis  presided  over  groundbreaking 
ceremonies  to  mark  the  start  of  construction  of  the  new  east  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge;  and 

WHEREAS,  Construction  work  has  continued  since  that  time,  with  over  65  percent 
(65%)  of  the  skyway  portion  of  the  bridge  near  the  Oakland  shore  now  completed,  the  west 
pier  of  the  Self-Anchored  Suspension  now  complete  on  Yerba  Buena  Island,  the  contract  to 
construct  the  tower  and  east  pier  of  the  Self-Anchored  Suspension  span  is  20  percent  (20%) 
complete,  and  a  total  of  over  $200  million  in  design  and  construction  work  on  the  Self- 
Anchored  Suspension  span  has  already  been  expended;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  August  2004,  Caltrans  reported  additional  cost  overruns  for  the  toll 
bridge  seismic  retrofit  program,  with  the  Self-Anchored  Suspension  portion  of  the  new  east 
span  replacement  project  estimated  to  be  responsible  for  approximately  half  of  the  cost 
increase;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  September  2004,  Caltrans  rejected  the  sole  bid  received  to  construct 
the  superstructure  of  the  Self-Anchored  Suspension  design  and  announced  it  was 
undertaking  a  review  of  the  east  span  project  to  determine  whether  or  not  to  redesign  the 
bridge;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2004,  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger  proposed  to  scrap

Resolution  urging  full  funding  and  implementation  of  the  Community  and  Home  injury 
Prevention  Project  for  Seniors  (CHIPPS)  by  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

WHEREAS,  The  leading  cause  of  injury  death  to  seniors  is  from  falls  in  the  home, 
which  causes  32%  of  injury  deaths  to  San  Francisco  seniors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  leading  cause  of  injury  hospitalization  of  seniors  is  from  falls  in  the 
home,  which  causes  77%  of  San  Francisco  senior  hospitalizations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1996  an  estimated  $40  million  annually  was  spent  on  hospitalization  of 
senior  injuries  (excluding  Kaiser),  with  75%  resulting  from  falls  in  the  home;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  falls  in  the  home  account  for  74%  of  all  injury 
hospitalization  discharges  to  long-term  residential  or  home  health  service  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  seniors,  who  frequently  require  extensive  follow-up  care,  including 
long-term  institutionalization,  permanent  dependency  on  family  members  or  .attendants,  home 
renovations  and  other  direct  and  indirect  costs,  actual  costs,  both  financially  and  mentally  are 
considerably  higher;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Household  hazards  such  as  falls,  burns  and  scalds  pose  special  problems 
to  older  people,  and  it  is  possible  to  prevent  many  such  injuries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  common  misconception  that  falling  and  injuries  such  as  a 
broken  hip  happen  by  chance  and  for  those  over  age  60,  such  events  are  seen  as  an 
inevitable  consequences  of  aging;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Injuries  of  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities  in  the  home  can  be 
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WHEREAS,  Injury  prevention  is  less  expensive  to  the  City  over  time  than  is  treatment 
after  the  fact;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Community  and  Home  Injury  Prevention  Project  for  Seniors  (CHIPPS) 
helped  older  people  avoid  these  problems  at  home  and  in  the  community  from  1992  to 
February,  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  goals  of  CHIPPS  are: 

•  Create  awareness  that  many  injuries  to  older  people  can  be  prevented, 

•  Develop  simple  ways  to  recognize  and  correct  injury  hazards, 

•  Provide  resources  and  information  to  health  professionals  and  the  public;  and,

[Oppose  Privatization  of  Social  Security] 

Resolution  urging  members  of  San  Francisco's  Congressional  delegation  to  oppose, 
reject,  and  vote  against  any  legislation  that  would  partially  or  fully  privatize  Social 
Security. 

WHEREAS,  Social  Security  provides  workers  with  a  guaranteed  retirement  income  as 
well  as  disability  and  life  insurance  during  their  working  lives;  and, 

WHEREAS,  47  million  retired  workers,  disabled  workers,  worker's  families,  widows, 
and  their  children  depend  on  Social  Security  to  keep  them  from  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Social  Security  system  has  operated  efficiently  and  reliably  for  the 
last  70  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Social  Security  is  based  on  the  idea  that  we  take  care  of  each  other  and 
protect  each  other  from  the  risks  of  living  and  dying  in  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  administrative  costs  of  Social  Security  are  just  0.6  cents  of  every 
dollar  that  gets  paid  out  in  benefits;  and 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  government  audits  have  repeatedly  documented  that  Social 
Security  has  a  minimal  amount  of  fraud  and  abuse;  and 

WHEREAS,  Economists  agree  that  Social  Security  can  pay  out  today's  benefits  until 
the  year  2042  and  73%  of  benefits  after  that;  and 

WHEREAS,  Two-thirds  of  Social  Security  beneficiaries  receive  over  half  their  income 
form  Social  Security;  and 

WHEREAS,  Social  Security  is  the  only  source  of  income  for  nearly  20  percent  of 
retirees;  and 
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WHEREAS,  136,369  of  San  Francisco's  residents  are  aged  60  or  older;  and 

WHEREAS,  Seniors  are  the  fastest  growing  age  group  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  senior  population  will  comprise  an  increasingly  larger 
share  of  San  Francisco's  population;  and 

WHEREAS,  Without  Social  Security,  nearly  half  of  the  America's  senior  population 
would  fall  into  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  Social  Security  benefits  account  for  54%  of  total  retirement  earnings  for 
African  American  households,  and  66%  for  Latino  households  as  opposed  to  39%  of  the 
retirement  wealth  for  white  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Older  women,  ethic  minorities,  and  adults  with  disabilities  in  San 
Francisco  are  more  likely  to  have  incomes  below  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  reform  of  Social  Security  will  disproportionately  affect  ethic  minorities, 
adults  with  disabilities  and  older  women  because  they  rely  more  heavily  on  those  benefits 
than  do  white  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  Social  Security's  continuing  successes,  privatizing  Social  Security 
is  one  of  George  Bush's  top  second-term  priorities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Privatization  results  in  huge  cuts  in  Social  Security  benefits  with  no 
guarantee  that  private  investment  can  replace  lost  benefits;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  non-partisan  Congressional  Budget  Office  estimates  that  under  a 
partially  privatized  system  proposed  by  President  Bush's  Social  Security  commission,  a 
worker  who  is  34-years  old  today  would  see  benefit  cuts  of  23%,  a  24-year  old  worker  today 
would  see  cuts  of  30%,  and  a  child  born  today  would  at  retirement  have  a  Social  Security 
benefit  45%  smaller  than  current  law  would  provide;  and  therefore  be  it, 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  the  San  Francisco  Congressional  delegation  to  oppose,  reject,  and  vote  against  any 
legislation  that  would  partially  or  fully  privatize  Social  Security;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  investigate  contingency  plans 
for  a  local  Social  Security  fund  if  in  fact  Social  Security  is  privatized;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  all  members  of  San  Francisco's  Congressional  delegation. 
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
